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College Students worry 
as Professors Strike 


Students at Mississauga’s Sheridan 
College campus sympathize, but are 
confused, worried, and yes, angry that 
their education is on hold because a 
strike by unionized instructors has 
cancelled classes. 

The Hazel McCallion campus in 
downtown Mississauga was quiet and 
bike racks almost empty on the strike’s 
first day Monday, although some of

the school’s 5,500 students went to 
common areas to work on projects 
together, or study in the library. 

Most students are scheduled to write 
midterms this week, but that’s uncer- 
tain as long as the OPSEU strike lasts. 
Laenard Go, like many other students, 
was told he’d be writing midterm 
exams this week, but that was before 
the strike shut classes for nearly 


17,000 Sheridan students in Bramp- 
ton and Mississauga. 

“Tm doing my readings to stay 
ready,” he told Peel Daily News. “It’s 
really hectic because I’m doing this by 
myself with no guidance basically 
watching YouTube videos, not the 
same as having a teacher in front of 
you in class.”

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Airbus Bombardier Deal another win for Mississauga aerospace

The blockbuster deal that 
saw Bombardier sell control 
of its C Series jet aircraft to 
European giant Airbus will 
probably take years to 
assess but in the end it could 
prove another shot in the 
arm for Mississauga’s 
growing aircraft sector. 

The cluster around 
Pearson Airport already 
contains many companies - 
MHI Canada Aerospace 
Inc. and Tohmei Industries 
for example — that supply 
and assemble key compo- 
nents for Bombardier re- 
gional and business jets. 
And Prat and Whitney 
Canada, based on Courtney- 
park Dr., is a unit of the 
Montreal jet engine maker 
that supplies the C Series 
and employs more than 
9,000 in Canada. 

Another supplier, Koss 
Aerospace, on Tranmere 


Dr., makes key parts for the 
C Series and _ Global 
7000/8000 regional jets 
built by Bombardier. 
Meanwhile, nearby Global 
Aerospace builds landing 
gear parts for Airbus, 
Boeing and Bombardier air- 
craft and Magellan Aero- 


space supplies complex 
parts for all the big aircraft 
builders. 

The deal that appears to 
solidify the future for the 
troubled C Series program 
was welcomed by investors, 
who pushed up the com- 
pany’s shares by 25 per cent 


on the TSX on Tuesday. But 
it’s also an admission of fail- 
ure of sorts for Montreal- 
based Bombardier, showing 
it can’t thrive without a 
deep-pocketed partner in 
the cutthroat global air 
sector. 

Still, it could help boost 
local companies and suppli- 
ers around the country with 
potential new markets as 


the C Series program 
expands under Airbus’s 
guidance. 


Airbus expects the C Se- 
ries could sell up to 6,000 
100-to-150-seat fuel-effi- 
cient passenger planes 
around the world in the next 
20 years under the new 
partnership. Airbus opera- 
tions in Canada, which 
employ 1,900, will also 
likely expand. 

“This is a win-win for 
everybody!” said Airbus 


CEO Tom Enders. “The C 
Series, with its state-of-the- 
art design and_ great 
economics, is a great fit with 
our existing single-aisle 
aircraft family and rapidly 
extends our product offer- 
ing into a fast growing 
market sector. I have no 
doubt that our partnership 
with Bombardier will boost 
sales and the value of this 
program tremendously.” 

Ottawa, which gave Bom- 
bardier $372 million earlier 
this year to help the com- 
pany survive, now faces a 
decision on whether to 
approve the deal before it 
closes next spring. 

Navdeep Bains, the 
Mississauga Liberal MP 
who is minister of innova- 
tion, science and economic 
development, said the 
Airbus acquisition is subject 
to federal review. 


“On the surface, Bom- 
bardier’s new proposed 
partnership with Airbus on 
this aircraft would help 
position the C Series for 
success by combining excel- 
lence in innovation with 
increased market access and 
an unrivalled global sales 


force,” Bains said in a 
statement. 
“With this proposed 


partnership, Airbus would 
commit to making Canada 
its fifth home country and 
the first outside Europe.” 
“Airbus already employs 
a Canadian workforce of 
1,900 people across seven 
provinces and _ generates 
$1.2 billion of Canadian 
supply chain spending. 
This presents further 
opportunity to grow our 
aerospace industry and cre- 
ate well-paying middle-class 
jobs across the country.” 


Brampton mayor says province wants cities to review pot-smoking centre idea

The Ontario government is 
not just going to sell pot 
through LCBO-type stores, 
it's also looking at whether 
to set up stand-alone sites 
where people can smoke the 
marijuana they buy. 

The province has asked 
cities for feedback on five 
areas of its new pot policy 
ahead of pending legislation 
to implement the plan, 
Mayor Linda Jeffrey told 
Brampton council. 

One of these areas is 
getting municipal ideas on 
whether there should be 
stand-alone centres where 
pot can be smoked. Presum- 
ably that's meant to encour- 
age users to avoid smoking 


at work, in their car or in 
public spaces, things that 
are already prohibited 
under the provincial plan. 
“They want to know what 
to consider in creating a 
place of use regime,” the 
mayor told councillors. 
"There's a possibility of 
establishing a designated 
establishment and venue 
where recreational cannabis 
can be consumed after 


legalization has been 
implemented.” 
“They want to explore 
those approaches’ with 
municipalities.” 


The province and munici- 
palities are also currently in 
talks to decide how to split 
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the hundreds of millions or 
billions of dollars expected 
from legal sales of mari- 
juana. After the costs of 
building or renting and su- 
pervising new pot stores 
and paying the OPSEU 
unionized workers who will 
man them, there still could 
be hundreds of millions 
of dollars left over for cash- 
hungry governments to tax 
and fight over. 

A50-50 split of what's left 
is possible but those talks 
will likely continue for a 
while. 

Last month, Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa and 
Attorney General Yasir 
Naqvi announced _ the

province will open 80 pot 
stores over the first year and 
up to 150 stores by 2020. 
The system will be overseen 
and controlled by the LCBO, 
the province’s Crown- 
owned liquor retailer. 

Other provinces are also 
considering their pot retail 
policies as the Justin 
Trudeau government moves 
to legalize marijuana by 
next July. 

Reports say Sousa is 
considering a $10 per gram 
price for pot at government 
stores, but has not decided 
the price, markup or tax 
levels yet. 

“We haven’t determined 
the price,” Sousa said in a

recent interview with Peel 
Daily News. “There’s lots of 
speculation about what it 
could be or should be but I 
have to have those discus- 
sions with the federal 
government and my col- 
leagues from other provinces.” 

“Ultimately we want to 
establish some degree of 
uniformity on price, some- 
thing that will help us 
eliminate illicit activity but at 
the same time won’t encour- 
age usage, especially with 
the young people. We're try- 
ing to take the right balance. 

In Brampton, Jeffrey noted 
the cities are also in discus- 
sions with Queen’s Park on: 
- Retail and distribution 


structure. Will communities 
oppose locations for the new 
planned pot outlets run by 
the LCBO. 

--Possession. How will 
municipal costs for enforce- 
ment rise if local police 
crack down on those under 
19 who cannot legally have 
pot. “That’s something that 


municipalities across 
Ontario are grappling with,” 
said Jeffrey. 


The governments must 
also figure out ways to deal 
with home cultivation of 
pot, the 110 storefront 
dispensaries currently oper- 
ating in Ontario and grapple 
with the costs of enforce- 
ment and education programs.

The stress is mounting 
because while Go is trying to 
complete his schoolwork, he 
can’t contact his professors 
if there is something he 
doesn’t understand. 

OPSEU’s 12,000 instruc- 
tors at Ontario’s 24 colleges 
include about 1,050 at 
Sheridan. The teachers are 
striking to back demands 
for higher pay, more job 
security and a bigger role in 
academic decisions. 

The big public sector 
union notes there have been 
four college strikes in the 
last three decades and all of 
them have lasted only about 
three weeks, with no 
student losing her semester 
or academic year. 

Sheridan student Nikita 
Sharma says it’s hard to 
understand why instructors 
can’t respond to the 
students who are doing 
their best to keep up with 
their work. She doesn’t want 
to make a mistake. 


“We have assignments in 
third year with real clients 
and we need to deal with 
companies to write reports 
... if we have questions, how 
do we deal with that if we 
can’t reach our professor or 
anyone who can help you?” 
Due to the strike, coun- 
selling is not immediately 
available to students. 

“Tf I was in the middle of a 


crisis I need to talk to a 
counsellor,” said Sharma. 
“They would get back to me 
eventually...but it’s not in 
favour of the student 
and that should be the first 
priority.” 

Many students say they 
have heard rumours they 
may be compensated for the 
time off school to the tune of 
$40 a day. 


“Depending on how long 
it goes for, if we have a con- 
densed semester because of 
it, I think we should get 
some money back,” said 
second year student Sean 
O’Brien. 

“But if it if ends up being 
remedied, like they extend 
the semester for one or two 
weeks, I would be okay 
with that.” 


Alexandra Janus and Laura 
Dragicuvic have empathy 
for the striking staff. 

But it only goes so far. 
“Tam pissed,” said Janus. “I 
worked hard during my 
summers to have enough 
money to go to college and 
now it’s a slap in the face, 
it’s taken away from me...” 

“Tm upset that none of the 
teachers specifically told us 
anything to do with the 
strike beforehand,” said 
Dragicuvic, adding she feels 
“very disconnected” by 
the picket lines around the 
school. 

Fourth year marketing 
student Adam McInnis is 
more relaxed about his 
classes. He feels the situa- 
tion will get settled soon 
so “there’s no reason to get 
riled up.” 

Architecture student Siru 
Lun has concerns about the 
workload being condensed 
to the end of the semester. 

“We will have to work 
really hard at the end.” 


As deadline looms, prof puts GTA’s Amazon HQ2 bid on shortlist

With a deadline looming 
this week, the team spear- 
heading the GTA’s push to 
host Amazon’s new head- 
quarters is still putting the 
final touches on a bid that 
will compete with dozens of 
North American cities. 

The deadline for Phase 1 
of the $5 billion bidding war 
is Thursday, Oct. 19 with a 
decision on the winning bid 
coming next year. 

The e-commerce giant an- 
nounced last month it 
would solicit offers from 
across North America from 
cities looking to host the 
company’s second head- 
quarters and the 50,000 
jobs it plans to add over the 
next decade or so. 

So far, about 40 cities in 
Canada and the United 
States have revealed they 
will bid— from Atlanta and 
Chicago to Hamilton, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, Wash- 
ington, D.C. and Worcester, 


Mass. Vancouver has two 
bids for the Amazon project 
— one from the B.C. me- 
tropolis and one from its 
smaller U.S. sister city in 
Washington state just south 
of the border. 

The regional GTA pitch 
that includes Toronto, Mis- 
sissauga, Brampton and 
other suburban cities is still 
a work in progress. 

“At the moment, the de- 
tails in the bid are not yet 
finalized,” wrote Julia Sakas, 
Toronto Global’s director of 
marketing and communica- 
tions, in an email to Peel Daily 
News. “Please stay tuned.” 

Considering what’s at 
stake, 50,000 jobs and an 
estimated $50 billion in eco- 
nomic spinoffs, competing 
cities from across the conti- 
nent will certainly be staying 
tuned to whatever Amazon’s 
CEO Jeff Bezos decides. 

Despite the bidding 
frenzy, one big Texas city, 


San Antonio, is pulling out 
of the HQ2 race. 

“Blindly giving away the 
farm isn’t our style,” Mayor 
Ron Nirenberg wrote in an 
open letter to residents 
revealing the city won’t bid. 

“Tt has to be the right fit, 
not just for the company but 
for the entire community.” 

As for the GTA bid, Sakas 
said it'll be at least midweek 
before Canadians know 
what kind of government 
incentive package the GTA 
will be offering Amazon. 

“There will be more infor- 
mation available about 
Toronto’s bid on Wednes- 
day and Thursday,” she said. 

If details are released 
Wednesday, it would give 
Peel Region residents just a 
day to react to its contents 
before Thursday’s deadline. 

The Toronto Global mar- 
keting agency is working 
with the mayors of Toronto, 
Mississauga, Brampton and 


other parts of the GTA to 
put the region’s most attrac- 
tive features on display for 
Amazon’s consideration. 

At least one noted expert 
in urban theory, Richard 
Florida, put Toronto on his 
short list of early favourites. 

A professor at the Rotman 
School of Management at the 
University of Toronto, Florida 
made public his “top three” 
picks (Toronto, Chicago, 
and D.C.). 

He also selected a “second 
tier” (Dallas, Atlanta, Twin 
Cities, Denver, Boston, and 
Philadelphia), and a list of 
“sleepers” (Detroit, Pitts- 
burgh, Austin, and 
Nashville), and places that 
“deserve more attention” 
(New York City and Los An- 
geles) for the headquarters. 

Other Canadian cities that 
have said they will bid are 
Calgary, Edmonton, Halifax 
and possibly Sault Ste. 
Marie in northern Ontario, 


but they’d be considered 
long shots at best. 

In an exclusive interview 
with Peel Daily News’, 
columnist John Valorzi, 
Toronto Global chairman 
Mark Cohon said the bid 
will highlight the GTA’s 
many attractive qualities as 
a business centre: “an ex- 
pansive and rapidly growing 
technology ecosystem... and 
depth and breadth of our 
global talent pool.” 

The GTA bid will be over- 
seen by the Ontario govern- 
ment, suggesting the 
province, and Ottawa most 
likely, are prepared to kick 
in hundreds of millions— 
perhaps billions— in subsi- 
dies to lure Amazon here. 

As far as possible locations 
in Peel Region Amazon’s HQ2, 
some in Brampton have 
floated a location north of 
Derry Road, between 
Hurontario Street and Kennedy 
Road as an ideal choice. 
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Airbus takeover of Bombardier C Series jet 
program an opportunity for Mississauga

When I sat down to din- 
ner the other night, I got 
the surprise of my life. 
No, it wasn't the special 
repast my wife had pre- 
pared but my phone buzzing 
with blockbuster news de- 
livered from Amsterdam 
just before 7 p.m.— Bom- 
bardier was selling control 
of its crown jewel jet pro- 
gram to global giant Airbus. 
Selling is not the right word. 
The deal was more a trans- 
fer of control for not a 
penny of cash. It also com- 
mitted Bombardier to spend 
about $800 million over 
two years on the C Series, 
but it made Airbus a major 
player in the Canadian air- 
craft sector. 

The first thought that 
came to mind was the 
$372.5 million the Trudeau 
government gave Bom- 
bardier earlier this year. 
About a third of that for the 
C Series development is 
now in the pockets of the 
European aircraft conglom- 
erate based in France. 


Was that‘ taxpayer 
money just frittered 
away? 


And there's also the $1.25 
billion poured into the com- 
pany by the Quebec govern- 
ment for a near half stake in 
the C Series passenger jet, a 
program long mired in delays 
and cost overruns before the 
plane began flying last year. 

On the surface, I agreed 
with Unifor national presi- 
dent Jerry Dias, who said 
“it’s a sad day that a high-tech 
Canadian treasure is ending 
up in European control, but 
we can take some satisfac- 
tion that the C Series is get- 
ting some needed stability.” 
That’s important for union- 
ized Unifor aircraft workers, 
but it is also good news for 
the City of Mississauga, 
which has an aircraft cluster 
of 27,000 workers at more 
than 300 companies in the 
zone around Toronto Pearson 
International Airport. That 
group of companies is part 
of U.S. and Japanese multi- 
nationals and already key 
suppliers to Bombardier, 
Boeing and others in the 
global industrial supply 
chain. 


The Airbus deal could 
give them access to an 
even bigger network 


of aircraft 
customers. 
At first glance the transac- 
tion seems to be a win-win 
for both sides. Airbus can 
use its global clout to sell the 
C Series in an expected 
market of about 6,000 planes 
over the next 20 years. 
Bombardier, meanwhile, 
gets a big global partner 
to help provide airline 
customers with more confi- 
dence the C Series program 
will survive. 

Another key part of the 


industry 


deal is a promise by Airbus 
to use its plant in Mobile, 
Ala. to help assemble the C 
Series, possibly to get 
around 300 per cent puni- 
tive tariffs imposed by the 
U.S. Commerce Department 
on Bombardier's sale of 75 C 
Series planes to Atlanta- 
based Delta Airlines last year. 

Boeing, which filed the 
trade complaint against 
Bombardier, called the 
transaction with Airbus, its 
fiercest rival, “a questionable 
deal between two heavily 
state-subsidized competi- 
tors to skirt the U.S. govern- 
ment tariff) findings.” 


Despite the deal’s commer- 
cial merits, it should still 
send a strong message to 
governments who want to 
pick industrial winners and 
throw billions of dollars at 
companies in the hopes of 
creating global multination- 
als based in Canada that can 
earn their way in the world- 
wide market. 

In most cases these efforts 
fail, especially in the 
cutthroat global airline 
market dominated by 
Boeing and Airbus. 

Canada can never have a 
true Canadian champion in 
the aircraft sector. It’s not in 


our DNA or our history. 
Remember the Avro 
Arrow? That 1950s at- 
tempt to develop our own 
warplanes was a sinkhole 
for taxpayer money 
before it was scrapped by 
the Diefenbaker govern- 
ment in the early ‘60s. 

How about Canadair? 
That Crown-owned air- 
craft maker based in 
Montreal cost Ottawa 
billions of dollars in sub- 
sidies before the failed 
company that made the 
Challenger business jet 
was sold to Bombardier 
in 1986. 

For the key aircraft 
sector, the market rules 
and the Big Dogs call the 
shots. 

We in Canada need to 
learn this lesson before 
we throw away billions 
more in subsidies in the 
hopes that poorly run 
companies can magically 
turn things around.

Liberals cut small business taxes, but Brampton group wants broader tax reform

The federal Liberal govern- 
ment has come under 
intense fire from the Missis- 
sauga and Brampton busi- 
ness communities and the 
rest of corporate Canada 
over its plan to hike taxes on 
small businesses, but it 
moved Monday to calm the 
storm and give the sector a 
financial break. 

In a move partly aimed at 
countering the political fall- 
out from a national anti-tax 
backlash over government’s 
“tax fairness” ideas, the 
Liberals revealed they will 
cut the small business tax 
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rate half a point to 10 per 
cent in January and to nine 
per cent by 2019. 

Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau also said the Liber- 
als won’t change the lifetime 
capital gains rule, which 
allows business owners to 
convert business income 
into capital gains, which is 
taxed at a lower rate. 

Trudeau said the tax cut 
will provide small busi- 
nesses up to an additional 
$7,500 a year in tax relief 
and cost the government up 
to $2.9 billion over five 
years in lost revenues, 


money that can be 
reinvested back into their 
businesses. 

To counter the costs to the 
treasury, the government 
will also take steps to ensure 
that Canadian-controlled 
private corporation status is 
not used to reduce personal 
income tax obligations for 
high-income earners rather 
than supporting small 
businesses. 

Brampton’s leading busi- 
ness lobby welcomed the 
changes, but said more 
must be done to reform the 
tax system and make 


Canada more attractive for 
global sources of investment. 

“Today’s announcement is 
the first step of a broader 
consultation required on tax 
reform,” Todd Letts, CEO of 
the Brampton Board of 
Trade, wrote in an email to 
Peel Daily News. 

“The proposed reduction 
of the small business tax 
rate, clarity on the tax 
treatment of family mem- 
ber’s business contributions 
to and the lifetime capital 
gains exemption are 
welcomed by the business 
community. However, a 


more comprehensive review 
of our tax system remains 
essential for Canada’s 
competitiveness.” 

The Mississauga Board of 
Trade also applauded 
Ottawa for recognizing the 
need to follow other coun- 
tries where global corporate 
tax rates are falling. 

“Lower tax rates encour- 
age businesses located in 
Canada to stay in Canada,” 
said board CEO David 
Wocjik. “Lower tax rates on 
small business encourage 
new start ups and invest- 
ment in programs and 


people. We trust the govern- 
ment will continue this 
thinking and abandon its 
current proposed assault on 
small business in other 
taxation areas.” 

Based on what they heard 
from Canadians in a series 
of country-wide consulta- 
tions on tax planning using 
private corporations, the 
Liberals plan to outline their 
approach to better target 
strategies used by the 
relatively small number of 
high-income individuals who 
get the biggest advantage 
from existing tax rules. 
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Council OKs review of Mississauga ward boundaries

With some parts of Missis- 
sauga growing faster than 
others, the city has decided 
to review the boundaries of 
its wards for the first time in 
12 years. 

Councillors voted over- 
whelmingly in favour of a 
motion by Pat Saito to “un- 
dertake a ward boundary 
review in preparation for 
the 2022 election.” 

City Manager Janice 
Baker told council the city is 
due to revisit its ward 
boundaries. 

“They've really been done 
in the past at council’s 
request. Obviously, we’ve 
run out of any kind of 
runway to look at that now 
for 2018,” she said. 

“It would make sense to 
me, if there was a desire to 
look at it and I suggest that 
after 12 years now since the 
last one was done, there 
might be some logic in 
taking another look at it.” 

The motion also called for 


a committee to be struck 
consisting of council, 
residents and staff to pro- 
vide input into the process. 
It followed a snippy debate 
over councillors expense 
budgets, the second in 
two weeks. 

Ward 7 Councillor Nando 
Iannicca wants a boost in 
his expense budget to cover 
the cost of running his 
growing constituency. 

“Ward 7 right now is 
twice as big as a couple of 
wards. Wards one and two 
are 16,000, 17,000 mailers. 
My ward is 39,000,” 
Tannicca said. 

“My residents are not 
second class citizens. They 
deserve to be fairly repre- 
sented.” 

The annual office budgets 
for Councillors run between 
$26,800 to just over 
$32,000. If they don’t use 
the entire amount, the un- 
used portion is transferred 
over to the following year.

Dismissed two weeks ago as 
a ‘waste of time’ Iannicca’s 
calls for more expense cash 
were met with scorn again 
in Wednesday’s meeting. 


Ward 5 Councillor Carolyn 
Parrish described the 
debate as “tedious and a 
little self-serving.” 

Ron Starr of Ward 6 urged 


his colleagues, “let’s move 
on.” 

Saito expressed some 
sympathy for Iannicca, but 
said a review of boundaries 
must be done _ before 
revisiting budget expenses. 

“T agree that the ward 
boundaries in the down- 
town core need to be re-ex- 
amined. I think that is what 
should happen before any 
review of expense accounts 
is done. I think that would 
be premature to readjust 
any member of council’s ex- 
pense money until we have 
had a good solid look at the 
ward boundaries,” she said. 

Iannicca spoke of the need 
to revisit the issue of repre- 
sentation in a city where 
some areas are obviously 
growing faster than others. 

“There’s a ‘serious imbal- 
ance in the existing ward 
population and size and 
therefore distorted voter 
parity,” he said, referring to 
consultants’ reports. 


“Ours is already distorted 
and it’s getting worse and 
that’s the fundamental issue 
Tm talking about, what's eq- 
uitable and what’s fair. We 
need to plop a couple of 
wards into our community. 
That’s not gonna happen.” 

Iannicca says adding 
wards would be ‘trouble- 
some’. “I don’t think we 
want to add more. It’s 
because of the issues with 
the Region of Peel.” 

The review is expected to 
look at a number of issues 
related to how the city’s 
population has grown and 
what the future may look like. 

“There are principles 
around planning and 
natural boundaries and 
population growth and 
these things would be 
looked at. A radical idea for 
you, if you want to think 
about it would be maybe a 
citizen’s panel to look at it 
after the next election,” said 
Janice Baker.

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Baseball Cheers Return of “Priceless” Blue Jays Rings

The Canadian Baseball Hall 
of Fame is applauding the 
recovery of two Blue Jays 
commemorative rings 
missing since 1994. 

One is a 1992 World 
Series championship ring, 
the other a Blue Jays 
anniversary ring. Baseball 
historians consider such 
items important pieces of 
Canadian sport history. 

“These things were the 
first World Series in Canada, 
very significant and very im- 
portant to Canadian baseball 
history,” said Scott Craw- 
ford, director of operations 
for the St. Mary’s Ont. based 
Hall of Fame and Museum. 

Peel Regional Police 
recovered the two rings on 
Oct. 11th. They were stolen 
from a home in the Missis- 
sauga Road and Highway 
403 area in April 1994. 

The owner was an execu- 


tive with the club during its 
glory years when the Jays 
were the best team in base- 
ball for two straight years. 

Investigators —_ received 
information that the 
baubles were being offered 
for sale on an online buy 
and sell website. They were 
recovered and returned to 
the rightful owner, who 
police say does not want to 
be identified. 

The Peel police ring recov- 
ery is not the first time a 
World Series ring has been 
stolen from a Toronto Blue 
Jays executive. 

In 1996, police recovered 
a 1992 World Series gold 
and diamond ring owned by 
Paul Beeston, the Jays pres- 
ident at the time. The ring 
was stolen from Beeston’s 
Toronto home the year 
before, along with a 1993 
World Series ring.

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Loblaws to cut 500 office workers, managers across Canada

Brampton-based Loblaw 
Companies Ltd., the coun- 
try’s largest grocery store 
chain, is shedding 500 office 
jobs in a bid to cut costs as 
it prepares for a hit to its 
bottom line from Ontario’s 
coming hikes in the mini- 
mum wage. 

The grocer began cutting 
the corporate office, man- 
agement and other adminis- 
trative jobs immediately 
Monday at company opera- 
tions in the GTA, Calgary, 
Halifax, Winnipeg and 
Montreal. Store front-line 
jobs have not been affected. 

The company has looked 
to streamline its business in 
a cutthroat food market 


that will soon produce even- 
thinner profit margins for 
grocery chains. Loblaw’s 
estimates the Wynne 
Liberal government’s $15 an 
hour minimum wage hike 
will cost the company $190 
million next year alone. 
Metro, another big grocer, 
says it will face $50 million in 
higher costs in 2018 from the 
new minimum wage policy. 
The Liberals plans to 
phase in the current $11.60 
minimum wage hike gradu- 
ally -- to $14 an hour by Jan. 
1 and the full $15 the follow- 
ing year. But that pace is 
still too fast for business, 
which is already being 
squeezed by higher taxes

and payroll costs like CPP 
and EI deductions. 

Finance Minister Charles 


Sousa has promised some 
financial relief for business 
and it could come during 


the annual economic update 
he will give in November. 

Business groups, bank 
economists and others warn 
the new minimum wage 
could cost between 50,000 
to 185,000 jobs and hurt the 
economy - countering the 
government’s claims it 
will put more money into 
workers’ pockets and help 
boost spending on goods 
and services. 

David Wojcik, president 
and CEO of the Mississauga 
Board of Trade, told Peel 
Daily News recently he has 
heard complaints from his 
1,500 member group about 
the new wage policy. 

“These workplace changes 


including the dramatic 
increase in the minimum 
wage in a very short period 
of time will make it very 
difficult to do business in 
Mississauga,” he warns. 

Loblaw’s is the biggest 
grocery chain and drug 
store operator in the 

country, with more than 
2,400 corporate, franchised 
and associated stores under 
numerous brands. 

The company also owns 
the Shoppers Drug Mart 
drug store chain and em- 
ploys about 200,000 people 
at its various divisions, 
including 1,800 at_ its 
Brampton head office and 
other operations in the city. 


Business groups push campaign agenda ahead of 2018 vote

With a provincial election 
due next June, candidates 
are being pushed to support 
a pro-business agenda on 
issues like tax breaks, 
government debt and power 
rates. 

Mississauga’s Board of 
Trade (MBOT) and the On- 
tario Chamber of Commerce 
have released a list of prior- 
ities called ‘Vote Prosperity.’ 

The document provides “a 
series of proactive recom- 
mendations that all of On- 
tario’s political parties should 
adopt to ensure growth for 
the province’s economy.” 


MBOT President David Wo- 
jcik says small business is 
the backbone of the econ- 
omy “and that’s why candi- 
dates from every party in 
every community will 
become familiar with Vote 
Prosperity. Ontario’s busi- 
ness community is prepared 
to be bold and with Vote 
Prosperity we are seeking to 
motivate our _ political 
leaders to follow,” he said. 

Karl Baldauf, vice president 
of policy and government 
relations at the Chamber 
wants to “achieve coherent, 
comprehensive pro-growth 


policies from all political 
parties.” 

“Ontario businesses have 

made it clear that the 
ever-rising costs of doing 
business from all levels of 
government has hindered 
their ability to prosper and 
grow,” Baldauf said. 
For years, business groups 
have warned that high 
taxes, soaring power prices 
and rising payroll costs for 
CPP, EI and other programs 
are squeezing business and 
stopping them from hiring 
more workers to grow the 
economy. 
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The MBOT and Chamber 
business friendly agenda also 
calls for cuts in the costs of 
dealing with government 
regulation. They say that 
will encourage job creation. 

Among the 18 recommen- 
dations in the document are 
calls for “reinstating sched- 
uled reductions in the 
corporate income tax, stan- 
dardiz[ing] the Business 
Education Tax and reduc[ing] 
the Employer Health Tax. It 
also calls for “a comprehen- 
sive review of the electricity 
sector including an objec- 
tive economic impact analy- 


sis and a serious plan to 
tackle the provincial debt, 
which will hit $336 billion 
in another two years. 

Two weeks ago, the board 
and chamber released a 
joint statement calling on 
Ontario to at least delay the 
rollout its $15 an hour 
minimum wage increase, the 
first part of which kicks in 
Jan. 1. 

The wage hike is part 
of Bill 148; the Wynne 
government’s contentious 
labour changes that have 
upset business groups. In 
response, the Wynne gov- 
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ernment has offered up 
business friendly measures 
intended to offset the wage 
increase impact, including 
reductions in workers’ com- 
pensation premiums. 
Business groups panned 
the measure as “too little, 
too late” warning that the 
wage hikes could cost from 
50,000 to 186,000 jobs— as 
companies opt to automate 
instead of hiring increas- 
ingly expensive workers— 
and would hike consumer 
prices in the economy as 
companies pass on their 
cost increases to consumers. 
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Brampton Motorists pay highest Insurance Rates

No one is quite sure why it 
is, but Brampton remains by 
far the most expensive city 
in Ontario to insure a car. 
A 2017 survey released 
Tuesday by the Kanetix.ca 
insurance website notes that 
drivers in the Flower City 
pay an average premium of 
$2,268 - $443 more than 
the $1,825 drivers pay each 
year in Vaughan, the second 
most expensive city for car 
insurance in the province. 
Mississauga ranks third 
with an average premium of 


$1,788, followed by 
Markham at $1,785 and the 
City of Toronto at $1,743. 
Rounding out the Top 10 
are Richmond Hill, Ajax, 
Hamilton, Pickering and 
Whitby, all well above the 
provincial average premium 
of $1,316. There are many 
reasons for high insurance 
rates, from expensive auto 
body shops and outright 
fraud to bad driving, rising 
claims and industry prac- 
tices that link premiums to 
where you live and not 


just your driving record. 

Last year, a Kanetix offi- 
cial said one thing that may 
be happening in Brampton 
is that many drivers in the 
city don’t have that much 
experience behind the 
wheel. As well, Brampton 
and Mississauga have huge 
transport sectors, with 
thousands of trucks and 
drivers delivering goods 
along Peel’s roads every day, 
making traffic congested 
and prone to more acci- 
dents. 


High car insurance rates 
have been an issue at 
Queen’s Park for years and 
the Wynne government has 
come under fire for failing 
to meet the promise it made 
to the NDP in a 2013 minor- 
ity government deal to 
lower premiums by 15 per 
cent by mid-2015. 

The Liberals brought in 
reforms, passed new laws 
and made other moves to 
cut costs for the insurance 
industry by clamping down 
on tow truck fraud and 


excessive legal fees as 
well as legal settlements. 

But so far, insurance rates 
have dropped by less than 
half the promised 15 per 
cent decline, so further 
reforms may be necessary in 
future. 

In its report, Kanetix 
offers this advice for 
drivers trying to lower their 
premiums: 

- Maintain a clean driving 
record. 

- Bundle your auto insur- 
ance and home insurance 


policies to see savings of 
five 5 to 15 per cent. 

- Install winter tires and 
save up to five per cent. 

- Increase your deductibles 
and save up to 10 per cent; 
but make sure you can 
pay the higher deductible 
if there’s a claim. 

- And pay your premiums 
annually, in one lump 
sum, instead of monthly 
to avoid the extra fee 
that many companies 
charge to administer 
payments each month.

Union strike at colleges repeat of past disputes

OPSEU’s strike against 
Ontario’s 24 colleges that 
began Monday is the 
fourth since the post-sec- 
ondary system was set up 
half a century ago. And for 
the nearly 17,000 students 
at Sheridan College cam- 
puses in Mississauga and 
Brampton who will see 
their classes cancelled 
while their instructors 
walk the picket lines, 
history teaches us that the 
current labour dispute 
may end in a few weeks. 

The union’s college 
faculty went on strike in 
1985 for more than three 
weeks over workload 
issues, before they were 
legislated back to work by 
the provincial government 
and the dispute was sent to 
an arbiter to decide. 

Five years later under 
the David Peterson Liber- 
als In 1989, conflict over 
salaries and sick leave 
led to another faculty 
strike, for three weeks 
before the two sides put 
their unresolved issues 
before arbitrator Martin 
Teplitsky. 

In 2006, a bitter 18-day 
faculty strike over wages 
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and class was settled after 
a warning from Premier 
Dalton McGuinty that he 
was losing patience over 
the dispute and he wanted 
college teachers back in 
their classrooms the next 
day. The two sides agreed 
to send the dispute to an 
arbitrator, who ruled on 
issues key to both sides. 

Negotiations were also 
tense four years later but a 
bare majority of instruc- 
tors accepted the colleges’ 
final offer without going 
on strike. 

The Ontario Public Serv- 
ice Employees Union, the 
biggest public sector group 
in the province, says 
bargaining in the college 
sector has been tough over 
the decades but the three 
earlier strikes did not last 
very long. 

“Tn over 40 years and 19 
rounds of _ bargaining, 
work stoppages have oc- 
curred only three times,” 
the union said in a 2013 
report that analyzed 
labour issues in Ontario’s 
community colleges and 
pressed for more govern- 
ment funding for the 
system. 


“Tn addition, while strikes 
can be disruptive to 
students, none of the work 
stoppages lasted longer 
than three weeks, and 
none of them resulted in 
students losing an 
academic year, or even a 
semester.” 

That suggests the current 
strike - where the two 
sides are $250 million a 


year apart in their contract 
demands - may also be 
sent to an arbiter for 
resolution or the picketing 
strikers may face govern- 
ment back to work 
legislation. 

The provincial Liberal 
government has rapidly 
expanded post-secondary 
enrolment in Ontario and 
expanded the OSAP loan 


program to help boost 
skills training for future 
workers in the knowledge 
economy. But OPSEU says 
it has not put enough 
money into the schools to 
keep tuition fees low and 
hire more full-time teach- 
ing staff. 

“From the history of 
college faculty collective 
bargaining to date, it is 


clear that the issues of work- 
load, sufficient full-time 
staffing, academic freedom, 
and sufficient remuneration 
are recurring,” said the 
OPSEU report. 

“Tt is also clear that from 
the perspective of faculty, 
the most important issues 
dealt with in bargaining 
have also been the issues 
most directly related to 
quality of education and to 
the quality and collegiality 
of the academic work 
environment.” 

The union for 12,000 
faculty across Ontario, in- 
cluding 1,050 at Sheridan, 
says the colleges suffer 
from three _ structural 
flaws: not enough govern- 
ment funding, poor alloca- 
tion of college money and 
an industrial management 
model. 

Those flaws “have been 
only partially accessible 
through the process of 


contract negotiations,” 
OPSEU says. 
“Larger questions of 


system funding and the 
structure of governance in 
the colleges are directly 
related to government 
legislation and fiscal policy.”

Brampton’s new Fire Chief Bill Boyes continues family legacy

Brampton’s new Fire Chief 
Bill Boyes is following a 
family tradition: His grand- 
father and father were both 
fire chiefs. 

Boyes, who started his 
firefighting career in 
Brampton and most 
recently worked in Barrie, 
said it’s “awesome coming 
home to lead an innovative 
team. I have the ability and 
vision to help us move 
forward as an innovative 
and progressive service.” 

To introduce Boyes to the 
public and wrap up Fire 
Prevention Week, Bramp- 
ton Fire and Emergency 
Services (BFES) held an 
event at the Fire Life Safety 
Centre on Oct. 13, which 
was live streamed to local 
schools through Twitter 
with Boyes and First Class 
Firefighter Meghan White. 

Establishing strong com- 
munity connections to make 
Brampton safe— one of 
Boyes’ goals—will take a 
team effort. That effort will 
be from the chief right 
through to frontline workers 
with all divisions and 
departments working to- 
gether for a collaborative 
and coordinated approach. 

Brampton’s growing 
population, expected to hit 
900,000 by 2041, poses 
challenges and BFES has to 
be prepared for that 
demand by working with 
residents, businesses, other 
emergency services, com- 
munity groups and various 
stakeholders: “connection is 
really important,” Boyes said. 

As such residents are en- 
couraged to talk to staff, 
visit the fire stations, ask 
questions, say hello: “get to 
know everyone in non-emer- 
gency situations,” he added. 

During the live stream 
they demonstrated firefight- 
ers’ gear and discussed the 
importance of having an

emergency plan: EDITH 
(Exit, Drills In The Home). 
They encouraged viewers to 
develop a home escape plan 
with at least two ways out. 
Furthermore, families should 
do practice drills twice a 


year: once at night and once 
in the daytime. “Every Sec- 
ond Counts” is this year’s 
Fire Prevention Week theme. 

Boyes and White also 
reminded viewers about 
smoke detectors as one of 


the “key things you need to 
have,” checking the detector 
and changing the batteries. 

Boyes and White an- 
swered questions from the 
participating schools such 
as what their work involves.

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Former Premier made the “tough calls, says author

Despite the accolades and 
storied career as Ontario's 
former premier, Bill Davis is 
still extremely modest when 
people discuss his life. 

“A lot of it was ‘un- 
truths’,” said Davis, whose 
life and career is chronicled 
in the book “Bill Davis: Na- 
tion Builder, and Not So 
Bland After All”. 

Davis and author/televi- 
sion host Steve Paikin 
appeared at a pair of events 
in Brampton and Missis- 
sauga this past week to pro- 
mote the book, which 
chronicles Davis’ time as 
Premier and involvement 
with several major initia- 
tives, including the creation 
of the province’s community 
college system, along with 
public broadcaster TVO and 
the Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education. 

Davis' list of accolades are 
exhaustive. Initially serving 
as Ontario’s Minister of 
Education for nearly a 
decade, Davis succeeded 
Premier John Robarts and 
went on to serve an impres- 
sive four terms in office 


before resigning in 1985. He 
was also instrumental in 
amending the Canadian 
Constitution with an accom- 
panying Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms, to say noth- 
ing of his influence on many 
future politicians including 
Toronto Mayor John Tory 


and Ontario Premier 
Kathleen Wynne. 
Davis was raised by 


parents who were immersed 
in political life. His father, 
Albert Grenville Davis, 
worked for many years as a 
crown attorney in what is 
now known as Peel Region, 
while his mother was part of 
the governing board of the 
University of Toronto. 
Paikin says it was _ this

upbrining that instilled his 
future mindset. 

“There’s a fundamental 
decency in him that's not 
seen in many politicians 
today,” said Paikin, who 
spent more than _ two 
decades lobbying Davis to 
write a memoir. The former 
premier finally conceded in 
2015, and provided Paikin 
with access to archival 
materials, including rare 
documents and photos. 

The book was titled after 
an incident where a reporter 
accused Davis of running a 
“relatively bland” govern- 
ment, to which Davis fa- 
mously responded, “Bland 
works.” Despite his claims, 
the Davis-led government

dealt with huge issues, said 
Paikin. 

Among them was full 
funding for Catholic schools 
in Ontario, which Davis 
initially rejected during his 
first term as Premier, and 
later reversed before he left 
office in 1985. He also 
presided over the formation 
of the Region of Peel, 
though there were several 
who were opposed to the 
idea. 

“My working relationship 
with Hazel McCallion was 
tempestuous as hell,” said 
Davis, referring to the 
former Mayor’s reluctance 
to amalgamate the village of 
Streetsville with the city 
of Mississauga. “It might 
be better today,” he said 
jokingly. 

Davis said that he has a lot 
of affection for Peel, and 
said that it’s a love that runs 
in the family, beginning 
from when his father 
worked as a lawyer. 

Paikin also said he was 
genuinely impressed with 
how well-regarded Davis 
was - and still is - by all of 
the political parties. “He 
liked people, and_ that 
showed. People liked him 
back.” 

When asked about the 
current political climate in 
Ontario, Paikin said that he 
didn’t like the sense of 
antagonism between politi- 
cians. “It’s not enough to 
disagree with someone 
these days ... you have to 
crush and destroy them.” 

He was also asked 
whether a politician like 
Davis could succeed in the 
modern political climate, 
Paikin said he wasn’t very 
optimistic. “I'd like to think 


fundamental decency wins 
at the end of the day, but I 
just don't know anymore.” 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 
who moderated the event, 
said that she was extremely 
appreciative of what Davis 


had done for Ontario 
despite the challenges. “It 
wasn't easy,” she said, “but 
(he’s) helped contributed to 
political history in this 
province.” 

Paikin spoke at Bramp- 
ton’s Revera Retirement 
Residence, where Davis was 
chairman of the board for 
nearly two decades, and 
Mississauga’s Central 
Library. The latter event is 
the first in a series of 
speaker events that are 
being held to promote 
public discourse throughout 
Peel Region, said Missis- 
sauga Library _ services 
director Rose Vespa.

The Mississauga Symphony 
Orchestra launched its 45th 
concert season over the 
weekend with Symphonic 
Titans: Sibelius and Mahler. 

The Living Arts Centre 
played host to the intensity 
of the Sibelius violin 
concerto performed by 
Corey Gemmell, the MSO’s 
concertmaster. 

The Sibelius Violin 
Concerto is often considered 
the last of the great Roman- 
tic concertos. 

The concerto is sym- 
phonic in scope, with the 
solo violin and all sections 
of the orchestra being 
equal voices. 

Sibelius was premiered on 
19 October 1905 with 
Richard Strauss conducting 
the Berlin Court Orchestra 
and is noted for its 
originality and exhilarating 
brilliance. 

Much of the violin writing 
is virtuosic but even the 
most demanding passages

alternate with a_ lyrical, 
melodic character. This 
work is generally symphonic

No 
referral from a doctor is 
required. 


Eligible women can visit 
www.mammothon.ca to 
find their local breast 
screening site, or call 
905-813-4220 to book. 
Some quick facts about 
mammograms: 
1. Breast cancer is the most 
common cancer in Ontario 
women, with one in eight 
expected to be diagnosed 
with the disease in their 
lifetime. 
2. Booking a mammogram 
takes only five minutes. 
3. Regular breast cancer 
screening is important, 
because it can find cancer 
early when it may be smaller 
and easier to treat. 
4. Breast cancer has one of 


the highest survival rates 
out of all of the cancers in 
Ontario. 

“Our region is challenged 
with some of the lowest 
cancer screening rates in the 
province,” said Leslie Starr, 
regional __ vice-president, 
MHCW Regional Cancer 
Program and _ vice-presi- 
dent, Patient Care Services, 
Trillium Health Partners. 

“Through public opportu- 
nities like Mammothon and 
BRA Day, we can continue 
to ensure the women in our 
region understand the 
importance of breast cancer 
screening and are aware 
of the resources and serv- 
ices available to them.”
